At this black spot 
of priuter’s ink we weep-—at another we 
laugh-—at another we are sad—at another 
we are angry. This line touches one feel- 
ing, that line another; and line after line 
reaches in and iv and like the fingers of 
the musician, touches the churds, and 
brings forth ail the soul’s activity.

eda single idea. The eye saw, the mouth 
vocalized, while our thoughts were busy 
with some memory, Or in arranging some 
valiant activity. 

The habit of reading proofs, aud cor- 
recting them for the press, leads to some 
singular developements. A man feels mis- 
takes rather than sees them. In glanciug 
rapidly over the sentences almost before 
the will can act, and while the thought is 
tending to bold its way right along, we 
feel a sort of mechanical grip, a putting 
on the brakes. as if something was wrong, 
and we go back to search and sce what it 
is. And behold, there is a word with zx 
put for c, or au mis wanting, or but one 
lis put where two should be. That we 
did not see, but only felt the mistake, ap 
pears from the fact that, when we search, 
we have not the least idea what the mat- 
ter is, and we go back looking and grop- 
ing to sce what it was that stopped us 
with such a mind-jolt. 

Every one’s reflection will snggest other 
facts in regard to the marvelousness of 
the simple mechanical and mental act, of 
reading. Lut what to read, avd how to 
read, are more important than the mar- 
vele of the simple act itself.

United States of Amerka has nominated

ARTICLE I. 


There shall be perfect peace and sincere 
friendship between the government of the 
United States of America and the government 
of the Republic of Paraguay, and between the 
citizens of both States, and without exception 
of persons or pleces’ The high contracting 
pat tics shall use their best endeavors that this 
frieudship and gvod understanding may be 
coustantly ard perpetually maintained. 


ARTICLE If. 


The Republic of Paraguay, in the exercise 
of the sovercign right which pertains to her, 
concedes to the merchaut flag of the citizens of 
the United States of America the free nuviga- 
tion of the river Paraguay as far as the doimin- 
ions of the empire of Brazil, and of the right 
side of the Parana throughout all its course 
belonging tv the Republic, subject to police 
aud fiscal regulations of the supreme govern- 
ment of the Republic, in conformity with its 
cuncessions to the commerce of friendly 
tions. They shall be at liberty, with their 
ships and cargoes, frecly and securely to come 
to and to leave all the places and ports which 
are slready mentioned, to remain and reside 
in any part of the said territorics; hire houses 
and warchouses, and trade in all kinds of pro- 
duce, manufactures, aml werchandise of law- 
ful commerce, subject to the usages and es. 
tablished customs of the country. They may 
discharge the whole ora part of their ca gocs 
atthe ports of Pilar, and where commerce 
with other nations may be permitted, or pro- 
cool with the whole or part of their cargo to 
to the port of Assumption, according as the

The two high contracting parties hereby 
agree that any favor, privilege, or immunity 
whatever, in matters of commerce or naviga- 
tien, which either contracting party has acta- 
ally granted, or may bercalter grant, to the 
citizens or subjects of any other State, shall 
extend, in ideutity of cases and circumstances, 
to the citizens of the other contracting party 
gretuitoasly, if the concession in favor of that 
vther State shall have been gratuitous, or in 
return foran equivalent compensation, if the 
cvneessivad shall have been conditional. 
AUTICLE IV. 

No other or higher dutics sall_ be imposed 
on the importation or exportation of any ar- 
ticle of the growth, produce or manufacture 
of the two contracting States than are or shall 
be payable on the like article being the 
Kiewth, produce, or wanufacture of any other 
foreign country. No prohibition shall be im- 
posed upon the importation or exportation of 
any article of the growth, produce, or manu 
lncture of the territories of either of the two 
contracting parties into the territories of the 
vther, whoch shall not equally extend to the 
importation or exportation of similar articles 
to the territurics of any other pation. 


ARTICLE Y. 


No other or higher duties or charges on ac- 
count of tonnage, light, or harbor dues, pilot- 
age, salvage in case of damage or shipwreck, 
or any other local charges, shall Le imposed ia 
any of the ports of the territories of the Repub- 
lic of Paraguay on veasels of the United States

It shall be free for each of the two contract- 
ing parties to appoiut consuls for the protec- 
tion of trade, to reside in the territuries of the 
other party; but before my [any] consul shall 
act as such, he shall, in the usual form, be ap- 
proved and admitied by the government tw 
which be is sent; and either of the two con- 
tracting partics may except from the residence 
of consuls such particular places as either of 
them may judge fit to be excepted. 

The dipiomatic agents and consuls of the 
United States of America in the territories of 
the Republic of Paraguay shall enjoy whatever 
privileger, exemptions, and immunities are or 
— be there granted to the diplomatic agents 
and consuls of any other nation whatever; and, 
in like manner, the diplomatic agents and con- 
suls of the Republic of Paraguay in the United 
States of America sball cujoy whatever privi- 
leges, exemptions, «nd immunites are or may 
be there granted to agents of any other nation 
w batever. 


ARTICLE XIII. 


For the better security of commerce be- 
tween the citizens of the United States of 
Awetricaand the citizens of the Repubiic of 
Varaguay, itis agreed that ifatany time any 
interruption of friendly intercourse or any 
rupture should unfortunately take place be- 
tween the two contracting parties, the citi 
zens Of either uf the said coutracting partics, 
who may be established in the territories vt 
the other in the exercise of any trade or special | 
employment, shall have the privilege of te- 
maining and continuing such trade or employ. 
ment therein without any manner of interrup- 
tion, in fell enjoyment of their liberty and 
property, as long as they behave peaceably 
aml commit no oflence against the laws; and 
their goods and effects, of whatever descrip- 


tody or intrusted to individuals or to the 
State, shall not be liable to seizure or seques- 
tration, of to any other charges or demands 
than those which may be made upon the like 
cflects or property belonging to native citizens. 
If, however, they preter to leave the country, 
they shall be allowed the time they may re- 
quire to iquidate their accounts and dispose 
of their property, and a sate conduct shall be 
yiven them to embark at the ports which they 
shall themselves select. Consequently, in the 
cause referred to of a rupture, the public funds 
of the contracting States shall never be con- 
tiscated, sequestered, or detained. 


ARTICLE XIV. 


The citizens of either of the two contracting 
parties residing in the territories of the other 
shall cujoy, iu regard to their houses, persons, 
and properties, the protection of the govern- 
ment in as full and ample a manner as pative 
citizens, 

In like manner the citizens of cach contract 
ing party shall enjoy, in the territories of the 
other, full liberty of conscience; and shall rot 
be molested on account of their religious be- 
lief; and such of thoee citizens as may die in 
the territories of the other party shall be 
buried im the public cemeteries, or in places 
appwinted for the purpose, with suitable de- 
corum and respect. 

The citizens of the United Statcs of America 
residing within the territories of the Republic 
of Paraguay shall be at liberty to exercise, in 
private and in their own dwellings.or within the 
dwellings or offices of consuls or vice-consuls of 
theUnitedStates ofAmerica, their religious rites, 
services, and worship, and to assemble therein 
for that purpose without hindrance or molcsta- 
Lion. 

ABTICLE XV. 


The present cowry t shall be in force during 
ten years. counted from the day of the ex- 
change of the ratifications; and, further, until 
the end of twelve months after the govern- 
ment of the United States of America on the 
one part, or the government of Paraguay on 
the other, shall have given notice of its inten- 
tion to terminate the same. 

The Paraguayan government shall be at 
liberty to address to the government of the 
United States of America, or to its representa- | 
tive in the Republic of uay, the official 
dec agreed upon In this article.
